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Amendments to the Claims 

1 . (Currently amended) A head massager comprising! 

a bundle cap: 

a bundle of malleable rods having a top member within which the top end of the bundle 
of rods io fixed and th e rods arc free at the and a bottom en d of the bundl e wherein the top . 
and of the bundle of malleable rods i s secured within the bundle can and the bottom end of 
tng bundle nf malleab le rods is freefMI: 

a handle defining a cap. recess, said rcccgo and said top member defining mutually 
cooperating porta for ready connection and detachment, wherein the bundle cap is 
rcmoveablv attached w ithin the can recess fr.11; 

a vibration motor mounted in the handle having an output shaft on which is eccentrically 
mounted a permanent magnet lying in juxtaposition to but spaced from the top memfeef 
bundle cap when connected in - s aid removeablv attached within the cap recess [[,]]: and 

a plurality of projections extending from said handle, sakl handle? w herein with the top 
member bundle can detached, bein g removed from the handle, the handle is capable of acting 
as a massager by pressing the projections against a person while activating the motor to 
produce vibrations. 

2. (Currently amended) A head massager according to claim 1 wherein the head handle is 
at least partially transparent. 

3. (Original) A head massager according to claim 1 wherein the handle is decorated 
with figures. 



4. (Currently amended) A head massager according to claim 3 wherein the lower part of 
the head handle is decorated with the face of a wizard. 
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5. (Currently amended) A head massager according to claim 1 wherein the head handle has 
a top and bottom half, and a readily attachable and detachable latch couples the top half to the 
bottom half. 

6. (Original) A head massager acconling to claim 1 wherein a switch is included to 
control the vibration motor. 

7. (Original) A head massager according to claim 1 wherein the bundle of rods contains 
rods of three different lengths. 

8. (Original) A head massager according to claim 7 wherein a visual indicator is marked 
on the bundle of rods showing where bends occur during rod deployment. 

9. (Original) A head massager according to claim 8 wherein one visual indicator is 
marked on the rods about % of the length of the longest rods from the handle, and a second 
visual indicator is marked on the longest rods % of their length from the handle. 

1 0. (Original) A head massager according to claim 1 wherein protective coverings are 
mounted on the free ends of the rods. 

1 1 . (Original) A head massager according to claim 1 0 wherein plastic or rubber balls 
constitute the protective coverings. 

1 2 (Currently amended) A head massager according to claim 1 wherein a light is included 
intheheadhaidle.
